And when a 
merchant buys a load of meal by 
weight and then sells il by the peek 
or half a bushel and loses a pound 
and a half on each sale, ho will 
lose on the load by the time lie 
gets through. The scales all bal- 
ance but the weights are wrong. 
Every merchant should have his 
measures and weights examined 
by the ordinary and sealed. Il 
won't cost them much, besides 
this, a merchant who sells goods 
on a credit and his measures and 
weights are not scaled he cannot 
collect a cent of it according to law 
if the customer wishes to take ad- 
vantage of it.

Mining News. 

The Singleton mine has been 
paying all along and continues to 
get better. 

Mr. Strauch is still at Auraria. 
He is forming a German compa- 
ny to work the Hix mine. 

Moose and McDonald are doing 
well with their placer diggings. 
The recent clean up was both prof- 
itable and satisfactory. 

A pin breaking about the Briar 
Patch dredge last week caused a 
delay of a few days until another 
one can be procured. 

Mr. A. E. Rogers,- of BostoD, 
owner of the : Battle Branch mine 
near Auraria, and its Superintend- 
ent, Mr. Zeb Summcrour, were in 
the city this week. Work has al- 
ready commenced at this mine. A 
large amount of gold has been 
found there. It lays in pockets. 
Mr. JohnHockenhull found one 
years ago containing eighteen 
thousand pennyweights. 

Kiser, of the lower Etowah, 
spent last Sunday in Dahlonega 
and informed us while here that 
nSycklc was expected in at 
any moment. The gentleman, 
it seems has been delayed longer 
than he expected in winding up 
some business before he started, 
desiring to do this so he can give 
his mining interests here his per- 
sonal attention for a longer period 
hen he comes. 

Things are looking very bright 
down at the Barlow. The vein is 
veil feel thick and seventy-live 
five feet broad. None of the ore ; , 
has ever come under $3.50 per ton 
and has milled as high as $7.00 per 
ton. The ore has to be hauled to 
the mill in wagons and taken out 
by steam, making it pretty expen- 
sive. Later on cars will be used^ 
in conveying the ore to the mill, 
and the pump and air drills run 
by electricity. This will greatly 
reduce the expenses and make tho 
mine more profitable. They com* 
mencod working two shifts at this 
mine last Monday. 

The Crown Mountain mill has 
run a few hours only since our 
last issue. Some days none at all. 
But little headway is being made 
in the shaft, as only one shift is 
run and it takes about half tho 
time each day to mend the pump 
and get tho water from the shaft 
that runs in during the night. In 
other words wasting time and 
money, being the worst manage- 
ment ever known hero yet, and 
getting deeper in debt every day, 
not only injuring the mine but the 
country. A lot of the pipe line in 
and about the cuts is being taken 
out and some of the best shipped 
to Gainesville. For what purpose 
we do not know. 

The letter from one of our pa- 
trons in Baltimore, published be-

'esting their money in mining 
itock or in anything else should 
first see that the people they pro- 
pose to deal with are reliable.

That very letter 
is returned to me today by the 
postoffice with the face stamped 
fraudulent. "Business of address 
declared fraudulent by order of 
Postoffice Department, New York, 
N. Y., May 15." I certainly hope 
that both the Etowah and the Mc- 
Clusky will turnout all right in 
the end and make a profit. " This 
same company had something to 
do with the lower Etowab, Lump- 
kin county, in selling stock, 
which might have retarded tho 
progress of work down that way. 
It is now in the hands of Mr. Van? 
Syckle, of New Jersey, who seems 
to be very slow in getting to work.
